1 . SUPPLEMENTING APPROACHES MADE PER REFTEL, USDEL MAY IN 
ITS DISCRETION SUGGEST TO SELECTED LA FOREIGN MINISTERS AND 
OTHER LA REPS THAT THEY EXPRESS SIMILAR MISGIVINGS TO 
AFRICAN REPS ATTENDING UNSC MEETING PANAMA, ESPECIALLY IN 
CONTEXT OAS PRIMACYIN PEACE AND SECURITY MATTERS AND 
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DISPUTES IN THIS HEMISPHERE. THIS MIGHT STRIKE RESPONSIVE 
CHORD VIS- A- VIS AFRICAN SENSITIVITIES RE OAU' S PARALLEL 
ROLE. ( OBVIOUSLY AFRICANS WOULD BE MORE LIKELY TO LISTEN 
TO LA' S, INCLUDING CARIBBEANS, ON THIS SCORE THAN TO U. S.) 

2. IN EVENT ANY LA FONMINS ATTENDING HAVE NOT YET DEPARTED 
CAPITALS AND THERE IS STILL OPPORTUNITY DISCUSS UNSC MATTERS
